''What is history but universally Accepted 


faMo T" said & learned Smithsonian professor 
to a writer for the Star. "I quote the great 
Napoleon. For example, consider Plymouth 
Hock. In the town of Plymouth is a rook 
with a fence around it. It is a sort of looa] 
fetish. On Forefathers' Day every year 
exerciser are held there commemorating the 
alleged fact that on this rook the pilgrims 
landed. As a matter of fact, there is no 
vridence that such wajf the fact. Prof. 
Claiming, the historical expert of Harvard, 
lias traced the story back, and believes it to 
have bean started by an old man named 
Faunce, who many years ago pointed out 
the rook to tome children, saying : Here 
they landed.' 


"History states that the pilgrims arrived 


Monday lest they should break the Sabbath. 
That is pure nonienie. An a matter of fact, 
the women and children stayed on the ship 
all winter became it was more comfortable. 


"The gorgeousnesB and high civilization 


of the ancient Mexicans at the time of the 
Spanish conquest have been permanently 
embalmed in history. The whole story is a 
misrepresentation. Cortez naturally wished 
to give an impression at home that he con- 
quered a great and rich nation. In reality 
it was only a half-clviliied and untutored 
people. The mode of living was patriarchal, 
whole families of 100 or more persons living 
la one house. The communal dwelling was 
of one story and necessarily of large size. 
These structures were described by the 
Spaniards as 'palaces.' The people ate only 
one cooked meal each day, for the rest of 
their food depending on a 'grub diet' picked 
up anyhow. The dinners, partaken of by 
uo many individuals, are reported in history 
as 'banquets.' 


"The schoolboy learns that Columbus was 


the man who first conceived the idea that 
the world was round. Nothing could be 
more nonsensical. The truth is that he 
merely accepted a notion on this subject 
which had been hai ded down from classic 
times by scholarly men. Strabo, the Latin 
author, was one of these. The conception 
was for many centuries as a faint light 
glimmering in darkness. 


"Let me call your attention to an instance 


of the making of fictitious history. There 
tire excellent reasons for believing that the 
Norsemen reached the shores of North 
America before Columbus. 
The records of 


their sagas, however, give no notion of the 
locality where they landed. Only a few 
imoh non-decriptive facts are stated as that 
they 
found grapes 
growing. 
Yet an 


enthusiast named Horaford, a trustee of 
Harvard, a few years ago built on the 
Charles Kiver a tower between Waltham 
and Newton to commemorate the landing of 
the Norse voyagers at that point. The sapas 
tell of going up a river, and Horsford chose 
tu assume that the Charles River was the 
rive • referred to. Very likely the notion 
thus recorded by a monument will gain a 
general credit some day, though there is no 
more reason to suppose that the river was 
the Charles than that it was the Delaware 
or the Hudson, or any one of dozens of other 
rivers. 


"I quoted Napoleon a moment ago. You 


probably know that no battle was ever fought 
at Waterloo. Waterloo was a post despatch 
station some miles distant. 
Despatches 


were sent thence to England, and hence the 
name given to the battle. 


''Sheridan's ride to Winchester was not 


twenty miles— not over ten miles, I think. 
Tnere never was any foundation in fact for 
the story of Barbara Frietchie. The same 
is true of the yarns about Pocahontaa and 
John Smith."— Washington Star.

As always, one great feature of tho 


display greets the visitor in the main arcade. 
This year a giant fountain splashes and gar- 
gles a welcome that will be no less hospitable 
because it changes its tone every few seconds. 
This fountain is in the form of an enormous 
basin, supported by iron pillars. In the 
cenhe of the basin in an ideal figure of Win- 
ter, 'ha work of Mr. John Boyle, tbe sculp- 
tor, whose beautiful thoughts wrought out 
in his own graceful and individrul style did 
go much to enhance tbe beauty of many of 
the buildings at tbe World's Fair. Two hun- 
dred and forty-two jels of water are thrown 
to a height of twenty feet and from there 
fall in a prismatic shower into the basin. 
The changing colors are produced through 
the ugency of a search light brought to bear 
upon the jets from tbe top of the building.

The 
Eden Musee, of New York, contributes some;

ID the sunny Southland the pickaninnies 


dance among the pines, the possum and the 
coon add to the realistic features of (he 
scene, and old Mammy hums away a glad- 
somu croon as she looks over at Uuole Tom 
strumming away at the old banjo just as he 
did down on the plantation befo' de wa'. 
Christmas at (he Quarters will prove not 
only interesting to the child reared south of 
the Mason and Dixon line, but to those 
whose only black mammy answered to the 
name of Bridget. 


IE all these scenes ate shown the joy that 


Santa Claus will bring, and above and be 
yond this is an added interest in the home 
life of the genial saint himself. 
In a great 


square room we see him among his books. 
His forehead is wrinkled, for bis reading is 
very deep and profound. 
Are they novels ? 


Are they histories ? Are they the biogra- 
phies of great men or tbe stories of (ravel 
that fill to overflowing the bookshelves of his 
library ? Far from the mark are we in 
every guess. Each book is filled with names, 
the names of tho good children whom he 
means to reward. No wonder he looks per- 
plexed, for there are thousands to bo remem- 
bered. He must be up and doing and next 
he will be seen in his stable rubbing down 
his trusty reindeer Blitzen and the rest prior 
to his- wild dash over roofs and down chim- 
neys before the children have a chance to 
wake up and find their stockings empty. 
His great mastiff watches the preparations 
for the start in not altogether a happy frame 
of mind, for when 'his master goes be roust 
remain at home to guard the library, for in 
all well-regulated juvenile fiction thera is no 
mention of a dog flying through the air with 
the eight sprightly coursers, who respond so 
eagerly to the crack of the jolly saint's whip.

rated by One of Its Leaden—His Faith 
In Prencntimcnta Shaken—The Futile At- 
tack Upon Fort Stedman. 


General Gordon is not only eloquent 


and interesting on the plntforin, but c'.'eu 
more so perhaps in conversation. 
At jjla- 


jor Mitchell's dinner tnnlo ho entertained 
jho guests present witli a number of rem- 
iniscences. In response-to a roque-t from 
Judge Melvin ho told of an experience he 
wont through in tho Shenandoah valley at 
s time that General Early ordered him to 
storm a federal fort in their front. 


I never was more indignant in my 


life," said General Gord.on, "than when I 
heard that order. I knew it wns a perfect- 
ly unnecessary thing to do and explained 
to General Eariy that we could accom- 
plish our plun 
of campaign without 


slaughtering my command by this at 
tempt to storm a strong position—a posi- 
tion that would fall of itself when wo 
should make our proper movement. Early 
took no other notice of my explanation 
than to send mo word that if I did not 
care to execute the order ho would dele- 
gate Its execution to some one else. You 
may guess this reply made ine boil with 
fresh indignation. I felt it to bo an in- 
eiilt, but inasmuch as it was my place to 
obey his orders regardless of consequences 
I Issued the necessary instruction for a 
movement at daylight next morning- 


"I heaon f*n mv men nrrnnnt inaki] 
every preparation for death, for I had 
preHontlment that I would this time meet 
my end. So I wrote a farewell letter to 
my wife, told her -what to do about my 
affairs, handed over my watch and other 
personal effects to a friend and then walk- 
ed up and down my quarters waiting for 
day to break and my command to move. 
That was a solemn night to me, for 1 had 
a firm presentiment that it was my last 
night on earth. I felt almost as certain ol 
this as a man condemned to death and 
can now pretty well understand how a 
man feels whun ho is to be executed in a 
few hours. 
I always had in every battle 


of my life a sense of the danger to which 
i was exposed. I never knew what it was 
to forget it, but this time I felt as 1 never 
had before that my time had oome and no 
mistake. 


"So at daylight I took up my line of 


march to my death, as I fully expected. 
On we went, closer and clasei1 ta the fort, 
until at last wo were within close range 
of its guns. I wondered that they dirt not 
opeu on us, and every second I expeotec 
to see them belch forth shot and shell anc 
play havoo in our ranks. 
On we wont. 


My eyes were fixed on the gunS, and my 
mind, excited to its highest tension with 
—wnnaerrmjirtj -why th«y-tU«l- not opou -. flro. 
On wo wont until our advances struck the 
fort nnd rushed upon its defenses, when 
to our utter amazement wp discovered thai 
it hud been evacuated, arid not » fedezul 
was nnywhero in sight inside or out. 


•'You can imagine my sense of relief as 


I saw my boys in possession of the fort 
without so much as a scratch. So vou see 
what a presentiment is worth. I have 
never believed in them since that night,'

Lee occupied a little 
brick houso in the environs of Peters 
burg, and as I opened the door of hisroon 
after ho had answered my knock I found 
him standing by an open fireplace resting 
his head on his arm on a high up mantle 
and apparently in a deep and sad study 
over the situation.

An Alaskan lee Cave.

MATTERS BEYOND THE POWERS OP 


THE HUMAN MIND, 


Still 1'lierc Has Boon Much Light Thrown 


Upon tho Snbjoct Slnco the Astronomers 
of the guventeentli Century Declared Mint 
There Were Only One Thousand fetors. 


There can bo no subject more calculated, 


to impress a man's mind with his own in- 
Bignifloanoe, compared with tho ovor- 
wichning power and glory of his Creator, 
than tho study and contemplation of tho 
firmament in all its boundless infinity )t 
is not to bo wondored at that from tho 
curliest Hgos the subject has never Jailed 
to exercise a fascination over men, an 
that those who, by their genius and learn 
ing, have most nearly succeeded in solv 
ing Its mysteries hava always been rove; 
onced and esteemed to bo among (be wls 
est men of thoir day. More has been don 
within tho lost BO years than In all th 
rest of the world'* history toward th 
piercing; of the veAwhich shuts off from 
our eyes the bean ties and mysteries of far 
off railing, and doubtless, by means of th 
spectroscope and increased size -In th 
lonsca of our telescopes, we shall be ena 
bled bdfore long to unravel Btlll more s& 
crots of tho universe, and fnither add tc 
our stock of information regarding tb 
construction and conditions of othe 
worlds besides our own. 


The question as to whether space is finite 


or Infinite can never bo satisfactorily ar 
sued out or Indeed even thought of, fo 
the human mind Is incapable of graspinu 
the existence ol a limit fo space, even in 
Its most abstract form, but the question 
of tbo infinity of worlds and their distrl 
button In tho Infinity «t opacc- Hra -mor< 
closely within the scope of human Intel 
loot, for we have many material facts am 
calculations to go upon in discovering tin 
probable answer to this most fascinating 
question 


Only as far back as tho seventeenth cen 


iury astronomers placed the number ol 
stars in tho universe as a little over 1,000 


this was absurd, as tho real n urn be: 


visible to tho naked eye is about 7,000 
and perhaps treble that number can be 
seen by persona with exceptionally good 
eyesight When tho heavens, however, are 
examined through a telescope, tho number 
of visible stars are enormously Increased 
[n faut, it has been calculated that the 
groat Lick telescope, tho most powerful yoi 
nade, reveals as many as 100,000,000 
Yot what is that vast number comparec 
with infinity ? It cannot even be likenec 
10 a grain of sand on the seashore, one 
ret if wo think the matter out carefully 
we shall see that the number of visible 
stars cannot really bo Infinite, for It they 
wore tho heavens would bo a complete 
jlazo of light 
This, of course, wo know, 


s far from being the case, and indeed 
there cannot be any doubt that, in certain 
)arts of the heavens at loast, i*>o number 
of visible stars is already known, for even 
with the very strongest telescopes there 
ue blank spaces which are absolutely de- 
Void of stars below a certain magnitude 
or even the veriest trace of nebulous light. 


These spaces me known to astronomers 


jy tho nomo of "coal sacks." They con 
tain no stars fainter than the twelfth mag- 
nitude, and, in fact, appear to mark those 
mrts of the universe which are compara- 
tively thin 
On the other hand, in other 


mrts of tho heavens we have not by any 
neans reached tho limit of telescopic re- 
Bolvibllity. It is curious, though, that 
these Intensely dark "holes" in the bright 
Binpyrean aio mostly to be found in those 
mrts of tho heavens whore most stars 
ibound, notably in tho Milky Way. These 
•emarkablo blank spots have been a f avor- 
te theme of discussion and argument 
among all astronomers, for, whatever the 
real shape or distribution of that universe 
may be, they point to the almost certain 
nference that in a particular direction at 
east there is an actual limit to the num 
>er of stars, and if there is a limit in one 
tirection we have every right to suppose 
hat such is the case in others, and that 
we have only to wait for telescopes strong 
nough to resolve those parts which are 
till unresolyable to discover that a point 
can bo reached when all tho stars of the 
universe are unfolded to onr gaze, and 


hat, 
no matter how keen the power of 


ur mechanical vision, wo can find no 
more.

visible stars is limited, tbo next question 
to be asked is, What is the order or shape 
'of thoir distribution!1 Various astrono- 
mers have bad various theories about this 
matter. Hersohel was inclined to think 
that the visible universe was in tho shape 
of a disk, though his views in th.s direc- 
tion were considerably modified during the 
later part of his life. Struve considered 
that the universe was in the shape of a 
disk of limited thickness, but infinite 
length—a theory which Is hard to support, 
as, unless the ultimate extinction of light 
in space is believed in, that part of the 
heavens which lay toward the plane of the 
disk would necessarily shin; with the 
brightness of the sun The late Mr. Proc- 
tor, though finding it Impossible to define 
any particular shape for the visible uni- 
verse, as a whole, was of the opinion that 
the brightest part of it—namely, the Milky 
Way—was lu the form of a spiral. This 
latter theory, however, has many objec- 
tions to contend with. Otherastronomers 
'have had different theories on this ques- 
tion, but all, or nearly all, appear to ad- 
mit an ultimate limit to the size of the 
visible universe, or, in other words, be- 
lieve that the galaxy of worlds which sur- 
round us form, in fact, but an islet in the 
vast infinity of space. 
| It would appear at first sight that any 
attempt to solve the question of the exist- 
ence of external galaxies and their dis- 
tance was absolutely futile, yet such is not 
the cose. The result of calculation is that 
'the nearest external universe is so far dis- 
'tant that light from it traveling et the 
speed of 186,000 miles a second would take 
nearly 90,000,000 years to reach us!— 
Chambers' Journal.

Earthquake Proof, and Therefore Able to 


Stand the Severest Shook, 


Tho absence of buildings of any size and 


antiquity in Japan is ascribed to tho de- 
struction of them by the frequent earth- 
quakes which occur 
The only structures 


which seem to tie earthquake proof are tho 
pagodas, which are erected before the tem- 
ples. There are many pagodas Whloh OTO 
700 or 800 years old and as solid as -when 
flrst built. Thero is a reason for this, anpl 
it lies in their construction. A pagoda is 
practically a framework of heavy timbers, 
which starts from a wide base and is in it- 
self a substantial structure, but it is ron- 
dorod still more stable by a peculiar de- 
vice. Inside the framework and suspend- 
ed from the apex is a long, heavy balk of 
timber H feet thick or niore. This hangs 
from one end, and to tho other end are 
bolted, at each of tho four sides, four more 
heavy timbers, and if the pagoda bo very 
lofty still more timbers are added on to 
these. Tho whole forms an enormous p6n- 
dulum which roaches to within six inches 
of the ground 
When the shook of an 


earthquake rocks the pagoda, the pendu- 
lum swings in unison and keeps tho center 
of giavity always at tho base of the frame- 
work. Consequently the equilibrium of 
the pagoda is never disturbed, and this is 
tho explanation of the great age of many 
of them, when from their height on» 
would suppose them to be peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to the effect of an earthquake 


Hitherto the long sticks of timber in 


the center of the pagoda have been sup- 
posed, to ia for. the purpose of .saDRorting 
the framework. It was not until the re- 
cent earthquake brought thorn into prom- 
inence that their purpose became generally 
known among Europeans —New i'ork 
World.

Bnoko's comet ia one of the best known 


of the Jupiter group of comets. This 
group, BO far as known, consists of 19 ob- 
icete, all of which are members of our so- 
ar system and are revolving about our 
sun in orbits of from three and a bnlf years 
;o double that time 
Tho group is EO 


called because there is every reason to bo- 
ieve that these wanderers wero intercept 
ed in their path through space by tho 
slant planet Jupiter and perturbed into 
orbits about the sun, tho distant ond of 
which lies in the neighborhood of tlie orbit 
of this planet. 


Encke's comet is tho most noted of this 


;roup, having been known to astronomers 
lor upward of a century and having been 
sufficiently well observed to conform very 
closely to Its computated path. It was 
Irst seen by Mechain of Paris on Jan. 17, 
1788, 
and was again discovered by Miss 


"Jaroline Herschel in November, 179S, and 
after a few dajs by other astronomers 
It 


was again observed in 1805, but none of 
:he astronomers at the time knew of the 
dentaty of the objects which thoy saw In 
the winter of 1818-9 it was visible for 
some seven weeks, and Eucke busied him 
self with the computation of its orbit In 
a remarkably short time he had his 00111- 
>utatlons finished and was able to show 
hat it was moving in an orbit of three 
and a half years period, that the comets 
above enumerated were identical with it, 
and that it had approached tho sun 18 
ilmes in the intervals unobserved 


Enoke next computed the time of its re 


iurn, announcing this date as May 24, 
838, having been delayed on the way some 
nine days by the attraction of Jupitur, 
ind according to this time table the ob 
eot was again observed on its return 
this computation of Encke's was a most 
remarkable one, Involving as it did some 
of the most intricate and laborious prub- 
ems known by the astronomers of the 
ime.—Boston Transcript 


A White XVojr In a Solid Bock. 


The sensation of the Salt Lake valley 


ome years ago was the finding of a queer 
white frog, with enormous eyes, in a e,olid 
rock biasted out at theVarlayAi Evoiill 
quarry at Salt Lake City. The rook in 
which the little hermit was found had 
leen blasted from a strata several feet bo 
ow the surface and was being separated 
nto pieces suitable for loading n hen the 
locket, or cavity, which contained the frog 
pas discovered 
The local account nt the 


ime says that "the discovery created on 
mmense sensation among the workmen, 
and all operations at the quarry were for 


time suspended." 
Examination by the Salt Lake scientists 


proved that the creature was of a species 
upposed to have been extinct for tbou 
eands of years. Its immense eyes weie 
ightless and covered with a thick, tough, 
torny substance, and toe mouth was en 
irely closed up. Mr. Everill, one of the 
roprietors of the works, took charge of 
he curiosity, but it died within 24 hours 
nd was presented to the city museum, 
chore it is now preserved in alcohol.— St 
iDuis Republic.
